Regulations for Enforcement of Provisions of New Meat Inspection Law 


The meat Inspection 
law 
under, 


which the regulations are issued, con- | 
tains a provision that no meat or meat | 
product will be sold or offered for 
sale by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion interstate or foreign commerce. 
unJer a false name, but established 
trade names w.iich are usual to such 
products which are not false shall be 
approved by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, are permitted. 
The regulation 


on this -subject provides that trade 
labels which are false or deceptive 
in any paiticular shall not be permit- 
ted, and that a meat product, wheth- 
er composed of one or more ingredi- 
ents, shall not be named on the trade 
label with a name stating or purport- 
ing to show that the said meat food 
product is a .substance whach is not 
the 
principal ingredient 
contained] 


therein, evrn though such a name be 
an established trade name. 
These 


1 revisions in icgard to the labels con- 
form to the requ 1 rementsjnf_t h e p u re j 


food law. It was state) at one time, 
that the provisions of the meat in- 
spection law confided with the pure 
food law, but this idea is not borne 
out by the regulations just issued. 


All stamps, labels and certificatesj 


showing that meat and meat food 
products have been 
inspected 
and 


passed, are required to either be affix- 
ed by a government employe or to be 
affixed by an employe of the estab- 
lishment under the personal super- 
vision of a government employe. 


Certificates are required for exports 


of cattle, sheep, swine and goats, and 
the meat and meat food 
products 


thereof and no vessel having on board 
any such meat, or meat food products 
for export will be allowed to clear by 
the custom.; officers, until the certifi- 
cate of the Secretary of Agriculture 
s.iowing- that the 
meat 
is 
sound, 


healthful, wholesome and fit for food, 
h- produced. 
Each establishment at which in- 


spection is maintained will be given a 
number by which all it's meat and 
meat food products will be known. 
Establishments having one or more 
branches may use the same number 
for all by affixing a serial letter in 
connection with the number to differ- 
entiate the products of the different 
branches. 


For the purpose of enforcing the 


law and regulations 
inspectors 
and 


other go^rnment employes, under the 
direction of the inspector, may have 
access to establishments at all times, 
day or night, 'whether the establish- 
ment be operated or not. Each em- 
ploye of the department engaged in 
meat inspection will wear a numbered 
badge for identification purpose. 


The regulations draws attention to 


the fact that it is a felony pi-nishable 
by fine or imprisonment, to attempt 
to bribe an inspector. 
It is also a fel- 


ony for any department employe en- 
gaged in meat inspection_to receive or 


accept money or presents ft-om any 
person or corporation engaged in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce. 


The provisions in regard, to the la- 


beling of carcasses Tvhich are founj 
diseased and which have been con- 
demned are very complete. A system 
o'' tags .numbered in duplicate with 
reports to the inspector in charge, 
who in turn, reports t-> Washington, 
will make it impossible tor any car- 
cass which has ones been tagged by 
a department employe to' escape the 
vigilance of the inspectors- If such a 
carcass were spirited away the in- 
spector would know the fact at once. 


Running through the 
regulations 


is a carefully prepared sc'heme which 
will effectually prevent eutrance into 
sausage, curing, canning and 
other 


chopped meat establishment of any 
carcasses which were not inspected 
and passed by Federal inspectors at 
the time of slaughter. Whenever the 
proprietor of an establishment ques- 


tfons the action, of an inspector 
condemning a carcass or any 
he may take an appeal to the inspec- 
tor in charge, if b.e desires, to tlje of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, or to 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 


All inspectors, in charge of. the meat 


inspection are directed to notify tho 
municipal authorities of the charac- 
ter of the inspection and co-operate 
with such authorities to prevent the 
entry of condemned meat or other 
products into the local markets. One 
of the impoitant provisions of the 
regulation is the following definition: 


"United Strifes inspected avid pass- 


ed." 
This phrase has the meaning 


that the carcasses, parts of carcasses, 
meats and meat food 
products 
so 


marked arc 'sound, healthful, whole- 
some and contai.i no dyes, preserva- 
tives, chemicals or ingredients, which 
rende-r meats or meat food products 
unsound, unwholesome, 
unhealthful, 


uncle in or unfit for human <\iod.

nomenal interest; in preserving from I 
vandal hands the great forests and 
natural beauties of the land, is one' 
that must commend itself to every, 
man woman and child who believe-j 
1hat the citizen of today holds the | 
public domain in trust for the gener- , 
ftions to come. Thirty years ago the 
writer attempted 
to arouse interest j 


in that section of Arizona now known I 
ns the petrified forest, and to have i t ] 
set aside by the government for all j 
time. 
But great nations move slowlv 


and it is only recently that thi-* sec-j 
lion, one of the wonders of the world. | 
lias been included in a forest reserve I 
and vandalism 'stopped. 
. 


This interesting region, now visited 


l.y thousands every year, lies in the | 
heart of the Apache desert 50 miles 
from the Navajo reservation, 85 miles 
from the Garnd Canyon of the Color- 
ado, and in near proximity to a num- 
ber of ancient Moki pueblos, which 
stand perched on lofty mesas, monu- 
ments of a passing race. 
Ages ago 


the nations from far and near visited 
this spot and collected the stone for 
various purposes, but it was not un- 
til 1851 that Col. John Stedman told 
the story of the stone forests *o th,1 
civilized world and one of its great- 
est marvels became generally known 


We can imagine this section of Ari- 


zona or some higher region not fai 
t'istant, ages ago covered 
with 
n 


splendid forest, lofty trees massed in 
vast conclaves, trees of giant stature 
100 or more, feet in height, singly or 


in groups, of verdure covering hill and 
date. 
Few finer forests can be found 


in any land today, suddenly seeming- 
ly without warning, 
some 
Gorgon 


strode through the land, casting basil- 
isK eyes to right and left, anJ before 
it« glances the great forests melted 
faded away. 
The imagination 
can 


well picture such a scene; anl if we 
substitute for the stone turning glan- 
ces of a Medusa, the fiery breath of 
possible volcanic action over thou- 
sand •; of acres, we can lorm some i'lea 
of the actual cause of the death of 
the Arizona forests. 
Perhaps 
you 


have seen some fair island or land 
(.'riven to the wall and devastated by 
the sancl that often creeps in from the 
sea and burie., vegetation and earth 
reneath a trickling ever moving min- 
eral sea that appears to have a life 
anl 
individuality of its own. Much 


deadlier was the devastating 
force 


that overwhelmed these ancient trees. 


How long ago the deforestation of 


this part of America occurred no one 
knows. 
The geologist place-' it in 


the Tiiasssic time, several millions of 
jtars ago, but in the logs we have the 
tangible proof, monuments, that life 
once existed here and noble trees 
waved in the soft a'r. 
For countle-s 


jears, possibly, theie had been no 
change. 
Forests had Kr"wn and fall- 


en to decay. But suddenly tho earth 
\\as rent, and out of numberless crev- 
ices and openings rushed hot water, 
ga«es, steam and deadly fumes, possi- 
bly some death-like and sudden com- 
bustion tfl^t fairly devoured the air, 
as In Martinique, a power which over- 


threw forests, crushed them out of all 
semblance of life and covered them 
in tombs of ash and sand; such a 
cataclysm might well be 
assumed, 


f.nd when it subsided the forests may 
have been seen, thrown to the ground 
c'estroyed and covered with mud, ash 
01 sand. 


Again searching for an explanation 


lor simc reason the rain may hav > 
failed in this region and vast beds of 
hot sanj flowed in rivers upon the 
forest and earthquakes threw them 
down. 
Bt this as it may. the tiee-- 


lued during the Triassic age. 
They 


wc-re destroyed, many of them, wash- 
ed down to a lower level than upon 
w hich they stood 01 iginally, and they 
are today, giant- of"an ancient ago, 
tar older' than the petrified forests of 
California, the Yellowstone Paik 01 
Wyoming. 


They he scattered over a vast area 


that is the wreck of an ancient plain 
that possibly was a mile and a half 
above the sea. a mesa of sandstone, 
which caps clay of vivid colors-. 
Tho 


trees, doubtless, grew at some highei 
level and were carried 
down 
with 


some vast flood and became embed- 
ded in sandstone or gravel, which 
to' mod a part of their original sur- 
roundings. 


If these trunks could speak, w~nat ti 


story they would tell. Hurled down 
blasted, the^v were covered for ages,, 
then the uncertain crust sank and 
mesozic seas flowed in and they were 
submerged for ages with, successive 
oceans. Another scene was then stag- 
ed, and the forest, deep in tho slime 


tv of color presented by these sections 
vhich are red, blue, green, yellow, 
pink, repiesenting amethyst, jasper, 
chalcedony, topaz and many minerals 
The government 
has 
.secured 
this 


great natural wonder none to soon. 
Already commerce and trade have 
ravaged the forest, and some ot the 
best trees have been cut up into table 
tops and sold as "Mexican onyx" while 
another companv proposed to grind 
up the trees and make them int.) a 
substitute for emery. 


These forests of stone are found in 


various parts of the United States. In 
Wyoming a side of a vast mountain 
h;is worn away, showing not one but 
sr\ci,U Co M] tieo layers. 
The forests 


gie\\, died down anil in vast eras of 


time were covered with debris 
in 


which other forests grew; and so oil 
until numbers were piled one upon 
another, then the entire fabric which 
held them was eroded or cut away, 
leaving the several layers to tell the 
story. One can see spcciments of this 
great Arizona forest in the Smithson- 
ian, placed there by General Sher- 
man. 
One is 
from 
Lithodondron 


Creek, 20 miles from Navajo Springs, 
Arizona. When the trees were taken 
tho Navajo herders told the men that 
they were the bones of a giant that 
had been killed by their ancestors; 
and they pointed out the lava beds as 
the hardened blood of the monster to 
prove the story.

Midas hand had touched the living 
tree and changed it into these pseudo 
gems. 


The petrified forest of Arizona is

thirteen horizontal stripes, alternate 


red and white in a blue field. 


Section 2. 
And be it further enact- 


ed that on the admission of every new 
slate into the Union one star be added 
to the union of the flag and that such 
addition shall take effect on July 4 
next succeeding such, admission." 


The last previous state admitted to 


the Union was Utah, January 4, 1896, 
and the flag was then changed to its 
existing form with forty-five stars. It 
is said at the navy department that 
the change in the flag does not involve 
much physical labor and can easily 
be accomplished for all necessary pur- 
poses by July 4. 
All the 
national 


flag-o are made of bunting and the 
work is done under government aus- 
'pices. 
The stars are simply sewn on 


the blue field. What will be required 
is to rearrange the forty-six stars on 
the flags In stock and to issue them in 
place of the flags with forty-five stars 
now in use by the army, navy and 
marine corps and other branches of 
the government service.
